at Arrow Hwy. is going to be 
welcomed by local motorists. 
Getting across Euclid is more 
difficult due to the steady in- 
crease in traffic. The new traf- 
fie signals will not only slow 
down motorists on Euclid but 
will also provide a ‘break’ in 
the north-south traffic so east- 
west motorists can cross the 
thoroughfare at any of the in- 
tersecting streets. 

The installation will cost about 
$16,000, all the money coming 
directly from either the state 
highway department or the 
city’s share of the state gaso- 
line tax funds.

Cucamonga voters will go to 
the polls late in August to ballot 
on a $1,200,000 bond issue pro- 
posed by the Cucamonga County 


Water district, F. N. Van Fleet, 
secretary of the water district 
board has announced. 

The bond issue was recom- 


mended after an investigation by 
a special committee from the 
Cucamonga Basin. Pr otective 
Asociation. 

After a study of other districts 
using MWD water the committee 
recommended that a plan be for- 
mulated for eventual creation of 
a ‘“‘one agency”’ distribution for 
domestic water in the local area 
and that the Cucamonga County 
Water district be the agency. 


For Installations 
The committee also recom- 
mended that the bond issue of 


$1.200,000 be budgeted for main 
trunk line installation amounting 
to $900,000. The balance of $300,- 
000 is to be used for additional 
installations where future con- 
nection charges would return the 
sum to the district treasury. 

These recommendations were 
endorsed by members of the 
water district hoard at a regular 
meeting last week. 

The water district board agreed 
that notices for the coming hear- 
ings and August election should 
be published in compliance with 
statutes.

r . * 100 New Houses... 


What does-it mean-te a city-to have 100-new houses or. 


any other number of houses? 

Of course. it means growth and every modern-minded 
Person is always interested in growth. Business people can 
see in every 100 new families many new customers. Every — 
dollar these people spend within the community means in- 
creased sales tax returns to the municipality. 

How about the taxes occupants will pay on. these 100 
mew houses? They will swell the assessed valuation total 
for the city and the school district. There is a real question, 
however, if 100 new houses will pay their way to the muni- 
Cipality or to the school district—tinancially speaking, that 
is. Actually, what does it mean to have 100 new houses 
and 100 new families in the community? A national planning 
officials’ publication is our authority for what is given below 
relative to costs: 

“One hundred new families? That is 450 new persons. 
One hundred of them wiN be in school. About 67 in the el- 
ementary grades, 25 in junior high and 25 in senior high. 

“They will require 2.2 new grade school classrooms and 
1.65 new high school rooms. Cost will be about $120,000. 
That's just construction cost. How about the four new teach- 
ers? The 100 families will add about $30,000 a year to the 
school operating budget. The city will have to buy about 
four acres of land — (one acre for grammar school, one acre 
for high school, one acre for parks and one acre for play- 
grounds and playtields.) 

“The 100 families will require other employes to be hired. 
The city police department will need .84 of a policeman, and 
the fire department additional help. 

“Other services will be required, including street clean- 
ing and garbage collection. 

“Other odds and ends in services and benefits can be 
added with each 100 new houses and 100 new families.” 

The planning report points out these figures are based on 
a “sort of composite of the family that lives in the modem 
merchant-builder, mass-produced suburb”. 

Many new homes are being built in the area now and 
many more will be built with the coming of each month. It 
is well for everyone to realize there are two sides to the ex- 
pansion being experienced — assets and liability. 

We welcome new families. They bring much to the com- 
munity. : 

And every 100, 200 or 500 new families brings expansion 
in public services. 

Upland is getting a much higher valuation among its 
new houses than is the rule in most southland communities. 
Otherwise, the financial situation here would not be good. 

Suffice it to say, residential expansion could be very ex- 
pensive if it were not for the. above-the-average restrictions 
placed on building here. 


Don't Forget the School Problem 


An important item for everyone here and throughout the 
Chaffey district to keep in mind is that eventually, a solution 
must.be found for the problem of more high school students 
than the Chaffey campus can serve. 

Defeat of the Chaffey bond election in May did not do 
anything for the situation other than delay the answer, and 
cost a good many thousand dollars. 

It may be possible to delay the answer, but not for long. 

The final answer to the problem must be given by voters 
in the district: not by Superintendent Daniel B. Milliken or 
anyone else. 

The pressing problem should be kept in mind, should be 
kept alive now, and not forgotten until a call is given for an- 
ether bond issue. People with ideas should express them 
now; not wait until the heat of an actual election campaign. 

Spokesmen who opposed the May bond issue should 
have been just as loud in their opposition months before, rath- 
er than wait until the election had been scheduled. 

We favored the bond issues on the May ballot. We be- 
lieved it was the most economically sound and the best from 
en educational standpoint. 

Sentiment, however, played an important role in defeat 
of the measure. Too many people did not want the high 
school students to give up eventually the beautiful, expan- 
sive Euclid Avenue campus. Thus, the strong “No” vote. 

It is timely, therefore, to invite public thought and discus- 
sion on the best possible solution. It is very, very expensive 
to call elections, and the next vote should offer the program 
‘that will be acceptable to the voters.
